“Three” Built Into the Universe 
Numbers in the Bible are interesting. 
and many have special significance. 
Some Mave pushed the study of them 
to extremes, but this does not mean 
that we must reject the whole idea as 
useless. Such numbers as three, seven, 
ten, and forty occur frequently. It is 
well known that seven “denotes spiritual 
perfection.” The Companion Bible has 
a dissertation on “The Spiritual Signifi- 
cance of Numbers” (Appendix X), and 
concludes with this remarkable statement: 
“The four perfect numbers, 3, 7, 10, and 
12, have for their product the remark- 
able number 2,520. It is the Least Com- 


mon Multiple cf the ten digits governing 
all numeration; and can, therefore, be 
divided by each of the nine digits, with- 
out a remainder. It is the number of 
chronological perfection (7x360).” Dr. 
A, T. Pierson has a valuable chapter 
on “Numerical and Mathematical Fea- 
tures” in his book, “Knowing the Scrip- 
tures.”! He writes: “There is unques- 
ticnable evidence of a numerical propor- 
tion and symmetry in this marvellous 
book. .. . A mathematical mind is mani- 
fest in the universe, in the planetary 
and stellar worlds, their distances and 
dimensions, densities, proportions, orbits 
and periods of revolution. In the most 
minute as in the most majestic objects 
in nature the same laws govern. In the 
mineral realm, crystallization shows its 
squares, triangles, circles and polygons 
—cubes, cylinders and pyramids or cones, 
all with exact angles and perfection of 
proportion The million snowflakes 


have a million exquisite forms each, 
under the microscope, revealing inde- 
scribable complexity and beauty.” That

ture, but also in the universe is strik- 
ingly shown in the following comment 
(Sept. 21) on the French calendar, 
Méditations Quotidiennes: “Jesus an- 
nounced to men the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Spirit. The number three is 
a fundamental work of the divine work. 
God has given to every created spirit, 
as a means of revelation, matter, time, 
and space. We know space as line, 
surface, and volume. We know time as 
past, present, and future; matter in solid, 


liquid, and gaseous form. The three 
manifestations of the soul which cor- 


respond are action, speech, and thought 
On earth, we see the land, the sea, and 
the atmosphere. In man there is also a 
trinity: spirit, soul, and body (1 Thess 
5:23). And in the heavens, the cherubim 
do not cease to cry, ‘Holy! Holy! Holy!’ 
and the four and twenty elders cast 
their crowns before the throne, saying, 
‘Thou art worthy, our Lord and our God, 
to receive glory and honour and 
power.” These are just glimpses of “the 
depth of the riches both of the wisdom 
and knowledge of God! unsearch- 
able are his judgments, and his ways 
past finding out!”

When this 
was called to the attention of the painter 
as an error, he reminded the critic that 
this door is the door of the heart and 
the handle is on the inside.

Question: Is it right for Christians 
to eat pork? The list of clean and 
unclean animals are given in Leviti- 
cus. If God forbade the eating of 
certain ones then, He still expects us 
to refrain from eating them for our 
health’s sake. We are forbidden or at 
least told in Isaiah 65:4 and 66:17 that 
the eating of swine’s flesh is not 


pleasing to God, 

Some contend that Romans 14 gives 
us the privilege to eat any meat; also 
accept 


1 Corinthians 10:27. I can't 
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this. I do not think there was any 

pork included in these paSsages.—A

Christians in this dispensation or age 
of grace are not bound by the cere. 
monial laws which God gave to govern 
His Chosen People Israel. As someone 
has well said, All of the Bible is for 
us, but not all about us. No prohibition 
cconcerning the eating of pork is given 
in the New Testament, and there are 
several passages which seem to show 
that believers today may eat all kinds 
of meat, including pork. But these same 
passages also show the need for moder- 
ation and caution, lest what one believer 
may feel at liberty to do should cause 
ancther to stumble. Some of the pas- 
sages relating to this problem are: 

“But meat commendeth us not to God: 
for neither, if we eat, are we the better; 
neither, if we eat not, are we the worse, 
But take heed lest by any means this 
liberty of your’s become a stumbling- 
block to them that are weak... . Where- 
fore, if meat make my brother to offend, 
I will eat no flesh while the world stand- 
eth” (1 Cor. 8:8, 9, 13). 

“Let no man therefore judge you in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of an 
holyday, or cf the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days: which are a shadow of 
things to come; but the body is of 
Christ” (Col, 2:16, 17). 

“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith. .. . Forbidding to marry, 
and commanding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be received 
with thanksgiving of them which believe 
and know the truth. For every creature 
of God is good, and nothing to be re- 
fused, if it be received with thanksgiv- 
ing: for it is sanctified by the word of 
Gcd and prayer” (1 Tim, 4:1-5). 

“I know, and am persuaded by the 
Lord Jesus, that there is nothing un- 
clean of itself: but to him that esteem- 
eth any thing to be unclean, to him it 
is unclean. But if thy brother be 
grieved with thy meat, now walkest 
thou not charitably. Destroy not him 
with thy meat, for whom Christ died. 
Let not then your good be evil spoken 
of: for the kingdom of God is not meat 
and drink; but righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost” (Rom, 14: 
14-17). 

A good verse to keep in mind in con- 
sidering matters of practice, which do 
not involve a moral law is, “Let every 
man be fully persuaded in his own 
mind” (Rom, 14:5). 

The Editor once asked Dr. Walter Wil- 
son, the “beloved physician” of Kansas 
City, whether he knew of any good 
reason, from the physical pcint of view, 
why normally healthy people should not 
eat pork today, and he said he did not. 
Of course there are some with whom it 
may disagree, but that is merely a mat- 
ter of diet and not of principle.

Two Jewish Dancers Find Christ 


How an explosion and months of suffering 


prepared the way 


T WAS a January day in Jerusalem, 

1950. A tall young man, with fore- 

head drawn in perplexity, pushed 
open a gateway and walked quickly up 
the path to the low building ahead. He 
peered through a window searchingly 
and saw a large room, empty except for 
a few pieces of furniture. 

Imre became intensely interested in 
that room! He walked around the build- 
ing, entered a door, and found himself 
in a library, giving access to the room 
he had seen. He did not then know 
that this building on the Street of the 
Prophets was the reading room of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance. 

A lady rose to greet him, and Imre 
addressed her in Hebrew: Iam a dancer 
—a professional acrobatic dancer. I 
have come to Jerusalem to wait for my 
visa to permit me to go to Czechoslo- 
vakia to fill a series of dancing engage- 
ments there. I sent to Haifa for my 
wife, who is also a dancer, and for our 
baby, and they have come to Jerusalem 
to be with me until my visa arrives. We 
are in great need of a room for my 
little family.” 


The Search for Living Quarters 

The missionary’s face was full of un- 
derstanding and sympathy. She knew 
that the Arab-Jewish war, which had 
been recently concluded, had made 
rooms mcre scarce in Jerusalem than 
ever before. And she knew also that 
some areas were still dangerous because 
of grenades and land mines among the 
wreckage. 

Imre, sensing the sympathy of his lis- 
tener, continued: “I had secured a room 
and we had moved into it, but I soon 
learned that the man who had rented 
it to me had no authority to do so. The 
real landlord had already rented that 
room to a policeman before we came 
from Haifa. The policeman came to 
claim his room and has ordered us to 
leave it within twenty-four hours. I have 
been searching for a place ever since 
for my little family. Is this large adjoin- 
ing room available?” 

The lady’s face saddened. “I regret I 
have no authority to grant you that 
room,” she said. “I will consult with 
the gentleman in charge, and if you will 
come back at such and such a time, you 
will have an answer.” 

Imre bowed and bade her gocd-by. 
Her eyes followed him as his graceful 
figure swung down the path, and her 
motherly heart went out in prayer for 
him and his little family in their needs. 

That was on Thursday, January 5. 
On Friday morning Imre prepared to go 
out again to continue his search. Be-

fore he left, his lovely young wife put 
her hands on his arms and exclaimed: 
“Imre, I had a terrible dream last night! 
I dreamed you were very sick, and that 
as I held you in my arms you were near 
death. Take care today as you look for 
a place!” 

“Let Imre tell the story now in his own 
words: “At six o’clock that evening 
as I was still lcoking for a room, I passed 
through a bombed area and stepped on 
a land mine and the mine blew up. I 
fell down and lay on the ground for 
a few seconds. When I tried to get up, 
I discovered that my right foot up to 
my ankle, shoe and all, had been blown 
off. My whole leg was covered with 
blood. My left arm, too, was broken 
and was hanging from the elbow. As 
I could not walk I lay on the ground 
for some time. I could hardly breathe, 
due to the Icss of so much blood. The 
weather was very cold as it was Janu- 
ary. As I lay there, I breathed a prayer 
that God would allow me to see my wife 
just once more. In about half an hour 
I was found and taken to the hospital, 
and I was operated on immediately. 

“The police informed my wife of what 
had happened and they brought her to 
the hospital about 9.30 that evening 
while I was still in the operating room. 
All that day she had had a premonition 
that something terrible was going to 
happen to me. I was in such bad con- 
dition that the dcctor, thinking I was 
going to die, let my wife come in to 
see me. She stayed by my side for about 
fifteen minutes. I opened my lips only 
once and whispered, ‘Your dream came 
true!’ 

“After six months of extreme suffering 
in the hospital, I could not endure it any 
longer and insisted on being taken home 
to my wife, though I was in a very bad

condition. By the way, after I was in- 
jured in the mine explosion, it was ar- 
ranged that the policeman would let us 
keep the room, and it is still our earthly 
home and we are thankful for it, for 
ourselves and our three little girls. 

“One lovely spring morning in 1950, 
we heard a knock at the outside door. 
My wife opened the door and two ladies 
stepped into the hallway. I could not 
see them, but I heard them talking to 
my wife. They offered her a book, but 
my wife refused to receive it, saying 
that she didn’t have any money to pay 
for a book. The ladies explained that 
the bcok was free, but still my wife 
would not consent to receive it. I called 
to the ladies to come into our room, 

“When they did so, I recognized one 
of them as the same lady whom I had 
met in the library the day before my 
accident. It is wonderful how the Lord 
works! These ladies had been doing 
visitation work in another neighborhood 
that morning and then they had come 
right to our door, not knowing that we 
lived there. It was indeed a miracle 
of God! 

A New Testament in His Native Tongue 

“The lady whom I had met some six 
months before, in the library, recognized 
me immediately. I, too, recognized her, 
and we both began to cry. This lady 
prayed for me aloud. Then she asked 
me whether I would like to have a New 
Testament to read. I consented to her 
giving me one, and requested her to 
call at our home again. 

“The lady gave me a New Testament 
in Hungarian, which is my native lan- 
guage, as I was born in Hungary. Later 
I found that this book was one of the 
few Hungarian New Testaments to be 
had in all the land cf Israel. 

“I began reading the New Testament 
and developed a great liking and admira- 
tion for Jesus of Nazareth, not as my 
Saviour, but as a good Man and a great 
Teacher. I was so fascinated by the 
New Testament that I continued reading 
it, trying to find the truth. However, 
I was not yet a believer. I asked my 
wife about some of the teachings of the 
Scriptures that I was reading, but she 
was not interested in the least and would 
not reply to these questions. In a week's 
time the same missionary came to our 
home again and I plied her with ques- 
tions, which she patiently answered, 

“My wife, Judith, was given a New 
Testament in Rumanian, for she is a 
Rumanian Jewess. But for some time 
she wculd not read the book because 
she said she did not believe in God. The

From 
Polly Wog and Silver Fish a precious les- 
son is to be learned. There are stories 
about birds and butterflies, animals and 
insects, and these are all amusingly per- 
sonified in the many clever illustrations, 
It is nature study—and something more, 
for each charmingly written tale con- 
tains a fine moral or spiritual lesson 
that the child can easily see.

William Carey. By Basil Miller. (Zon- 
dervan Pub. House, Grand Rapids 2, 
Mich., $2.) The name of William Carey, 
great pioneer missionary to India, is 
well known, but few are familiar with 
the amazing details of his life story as 
related in this stirring narrative by a 
well-known biographer. We see the 
shoemaker’s apprentice studying Greek, 
and later becoming translator of the 
Bible into eleven different tongues. He 
made his own missionary maps of the 
world, and, through his passion for mis-

sions, he aroused many other Christians 
to their missionary obligations. He 
overcame many seemingly impcssible 
barriers. Through difficulties, deep trials, 
and testings of faith, God prepared this 
man and led him forth. At the darkest 
moment, almost alone in India, with a 
sick wife and hungry children and no 
visible means of support, God opened 
for him the indigo-making business, He 
became not only a preacher and printer, 
but a botanist, agriculturist, linguist, col- 
lege professor, and a recognized scholar, 
acknowledged to be one of the most re- 
nowned men of his generaticn. Largely 
through his efforts, portions of Scrip- 
ture were translated into forty languages 
or dialects before he died. It is a grip- 
ping story full of rich inspiration for 
the Christian, and pcrtraying a gifted 
life wholly surrendered to God. 


The Story of Moses. By Harriet I. 
Fisher. (Moody Press, Chicago 10; 35 
cents.) A wonderful story beautifully 
told is this version of the book of the 
Exodus by “Aunt Hattie,” an earnest 
Bible teacher and master storyteller. It 
is vivid and appealing, in simple lan- 
guage adapted to youthful minds, yet 
rich in spiritual depth and understand- 


ing. The incidents in the life of Moses 
and the meaning of them stand out 
clearly. There is a black-and-white full- 


page illustration of the Tabernacle and 
its furnishings, with the spiritual sig- 
nificance of each part and how it is all 
a picture or type of the person and work 
of the Lerd Jesus Christ. Clearly 
printed and attractively bound in deco- 
rated stiff art paper cover, it contains 
128 pages. It is most interesting reading, 
and an admirable introduction to Bible 
study for the worker with children and 
young people, or for the parent in the 
home. 


Golden Boy. By Bernard Palmer. (Van 
Kampen Press, Wheaton, Ill, $1.) As 
long as he could remember, Skip Bailey 
had wanted a horse of his own, and now 
the time had come, he thought. But, 
no, the baby colt that he and Jeffrey 
Bailey rescued from a pack of snarling 
wolves really belonged to Mr. Winslow, 
the owner.of Lazy W ranch! Skip’s 
father, who was the foreman of Lazy W, 
reasoned with his son, and the boy, 
though disappointed, had to be satisfied 
to care for Golden Boy, whom he grew 
to love dearly. The story is thrilling 
from beginning to end, and it isn’t until 
Jeffrey leads Skip to accept the Saviour 
that things begin to work out in fulfill- 
ment of his cherished dream. There is 
a real Christian testimony, given in a

In fact, Collet is eventually led through 
their influence to a definite decision for 
the Lord. 

Meantime the boys continue their 
sleuthing until they are accidentally dis- 
covered by smugglers in the very tunnel 
and cave they themselves had found. 
Then the whole thing comes to a head. 
Fraser is knocked unconscious where 
the tide must soon reach him, and Ccl- 
lett is bound so he cannot move. When 
through Dick Stark the two are freed, 
the criminals are finally caught and 
Hawson is expelled, the Inseparables find 
themselves heroes. And at the year’s 
close, the school governor remarks that 
it has preduced the most venturesome 
Third he can recall. 

Mr. Robson, a new writer for British 
boys, has come up with a tale full of 
healthy excitement, a few tears, and a 
whole parcel of laughs. 


Children and Youths of the Bible. By 
Lulu Rumsey Wiley. (May be had from 
the author, 4202 S. E. 16th Ave., Port- 
land 2, Oreg., $1.50.) The important place 
children and young people hold in the 
Scriptures is brcught out in this rather 
unusual book of brief biographies of 
Bible characters. The entire life of each 
character is related, and New Testa- 
ment light on certain Old Testament 
characters is given, as, for example, the 
typical and allegorical teaching regard- 
ing Ishmael and Isaac in the Book of 
Galatians. The stories are well] told, 
with little or no attempt at embellish- 
ment, explanations of Bible words and 
customs being woven into the thread 
of the narrative. The Old Testament 
stories include many of the kings and 
some of the prophets. In the New Tes- 
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tament group is included a rather re- 
markable alphabetical list of the names 
and titles of the Lord Jesus, such as, 
under “I,” some twenty uses of the “I 
Am’s”; and, under “S,” all the uses of 
“Saviour,” “Son,” Shepherd,” and so on, 
each with Bible reference. The young 
people referred to in the Gospels and 
the parables are given, even to the maids 
who questioned Peter into denying his 
Lord. The closing chapters consist of 
the Bible teaching on childhood and 
youth in the Psalms, Proverbs, and Epis- 
tles. The book is entirely true to Scrip- 
ture, and represents a prodigious amount 
of earnest Bible study. It is well bound 
in cloth and contains a few full-page 
illustrations. 


By Brenda 
Cannon. (Moody Press, Chicago 10; 85 
cents.) Judy, John, and Jean loved to 
visit in Gran’dear’s otherwise 
known as Joy Shop, because there they 
learned so many nice things.

HEN Miss Gunderson writes her 

weekly lesson articles for the TIMEs, 
and articles on Sunday schcol work, and 
stories for “Children at Home,” she 
draws upon her long experience as a 
teacher in day schocl and Sunday school, 
Whatever she writes is thoroughly prac- 
tical, for she is still busily engaged in

Now she has brought together ten of 
her stories for children, retold from old 
writers or about children kncwn to her. 
All have been published in the Times. 
They are simple, clear, and show how 
to be saved and how sad it is not to be. 
They are ready for use in Sunday school, 
vacation Bible school, or week-day Bible 
classes; can be read alcud in the family, 
or even put into the hands of the chil- 
dren. There is one story for each of the 
ten verses on the Scripture catechism 
card on “Salvation,” one of a series pre- 
pared by Miss Gunderson, first for use in 
her own Sunday schocl, but which has 
gone far beyond Ferndale. 

The “Foreword” explains how to make 
the best use of this fine little book. At the 
back are suggested hymns and choruses 
for every story; and a plan for using the 
book for one quarter’s opening exer- 
cises, including a story, chorus, and 
memory verse for each Sunday, with 
review at the end. 

These stories were prepared for use 
in a Sunday school where all but the 
very youngest meet together for the 
opening exercises, so they are written 
for different age levels. However, the 
whole group paid close attention, and 
through these stories decisions have been 
made for Christ by some of almost every 
age. 

This is just the kind of book that many 
Christian parents and teachers in Sun- 
day school and Summer Bible School 
have been looking for. The stories are 
carefully written, well edited, with 
Scripture references, and teach Bible 


truth in an interesting way.

The Secret of the Sleeping River. By 
Archie Binns. (John C. Winston Co 
Philadelphia 7; $2.50.) A happy, whole- 
some family of five, living in the 
crowded tenements on Lower East Side, 
move to the country to a deserted, old 
farmhouse, where they have many inter- 
esting adventures. Part of the story is 
about a television which a strange gypsy 
man declared he could make “see around 
the corners.” The two boys, Jim Tomp- 
kins and his friend Bill, let him tinker 
with the set they were assembling. What 
he did to it the boys never could dis- 
cover, but the antics of those programs 
are a fantasy that will delight the heart 
of the television fan. How Jim and his 
two sisters and Bill manage to save a 
valuable peach orchard from ruin by 
late freeze, is an inspiring tale of youth- 
ful energy and resourcefulness. A strain 
of mystery runs through the story. The 
writing is clean, clever. and humorous, 
though thoroughly “worldly.” 


Jungle Doctor’s Case-Book. By Paul

net.) Another of the famous “Jungle 
Doctor” series will be welcomed with 
delight by thousands of readers. These 
inimitable stories of the experiences of 
a medical missionary in Africa have a 
quality all their own Plenty of life 
and acticn combine with 
humor, but above all is the keenness of 
the native Christians to see and inter- 
pret spiritual truths in the everyday 
happenings, and their ability to apply 
the Book of God to their own lives. This 
latest book, in which appear again 
Daudi, Perisi, and other characters al- 
ready known to readers, is an account 
of eighteen different cases handled ty 
the missionary hospital and staff.

reason she gave for not believing in 
God was that when she was a young 
girl in Rumania during the second 
World War she had gone through much 
suffering. She had seen her parents and 
her uncle, aunt, and niece shot to death 
by the Nazis. She herself had twelve 
bullets in her own body. She said, ‘How 
can there be a God when He allows us 
to suffer so?’ 

“Finally, Judith began to read her 
New Testament, and we used to have 
many discussions together about what 
we were reading. The missionary came 
to our home from time to time and ex- 
plained to us different passages from 
the New.Testament. The Holy Spirit 
illumined my wife’s heart and mind as 
she read the New Testament, and she 
definitely believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and confessed Him as her own 
personal Saviour.” 

Judith became a joyful Christian, and 
later wrote to Mr. and Mrs. Gecrge T. B.

If it had not been for His great love 
and grace, I would have been dead now, 
both physically and spiritually. Several 
times during the course of my extreme 
sufferings at the hospital and at home 
—before I received the New Testament 
—I had tried to put an end to my life, 
but He saved me before it was too late. 
Since my family has been saved, the 
Lord has been so good to us. Our prayer 
is that we all may grow strong in His 
grace and knowledge. My heart’s de- 


sire is that the Lord may use me for His 
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glory in making known to others His un- 
searchable riches through Christ Jesus. 

“There is a real need for Hungarian 
New Testaments in the land of Israel, for 
thousands of Hungarian Jewish refugees 
have come there during recent years.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 
Approach to the Lesson 
T THE close of the Sermon on the 
Mount, we read that “the people 
were astonished at his doctrine: 
for he taught them as one having author- 


ity.” For one thing, what the Lord 
Jesus Christ taught was so axiomatic 
and indisputable that it immediately 


commended itself to their conscience as 
truth in all its regal authority. Then 
there must have been about our Lord 
that air cf quiet and solemn assurance 
which characterizes one conscious of ab- 
solute authority. On the one hand there 
Was no apologetic, hesitant manner as 
of one not quite sure, nor, on the other 
hand, a loud dogmatism which fre- 
quently camouflages uncertainty. Be- 
sides all that, our Lord had ended “these 
sayings” with the tremendous claim that 
His words were the final authority, and 
that men’s destiny hung on what they 
did with them. 

Such claims call for substantiaticn. 
He who commands the right to direct 
human conduct must show that He can 
touch the human life with adequate 
power to answer its every need. Jesus 
fully justified His claims by demonstrat- 
ing His power to meet human need of 
every conceivable kind. The next two 
chapters in Matthew's Gcspel (8 and 9) 
are just such a demonstration. See what 
a variety of needs confronts Him, and 
see how not one baffles Him, or gives 
Him one moment's anxiety. He is just 
as conscious of His ability to meet every 
ccntingency as of His right to command 
men’s obedience,

Verse by Verse 

Matt. 8:5.—“There came unto him a 
centurion.” A centurion was an Officer 
in the Roman army. The title originally 
meant one in charge of a hundred men, 
but that was not strictly adhered to. 
This centurion was, of course, a Roman, 
a Gentile, so here we have an example 
of Christ, “a minister of the circumci- 
sion” (Rom, 15:8; Matt. 15:24), bestowing 
His benefits on a “stranger.” See Luke 
7:3-5. It is believed that the floor of the 
synagogue built by this centurion has 
been uncovered—the very stones on 
which our Lord trod. 

Verse 6.—‘“Lord, my servant lieth at 
home sick of the palsy, grievously tor- 
mented.” Notice the reverence, the ten- 
derness, and the concern of this “hard” 
soldier! In referring to his servant he 
used a word which means, not “my 
slave,” but “my boy.” 

Verse 7.—“I will come and heal him.” 
How instantaneous is our Lord’s re- 
sponse to the loving concern of this Ro- 
man! The “I will . heal him” was 
without qualification or doubt. 


Verse 8.—“Lord, I am not worthy . .. 
speak the word only.” In addition to the 
characteristics noted in verse 6, see here 
the centurion’s humility and faith. One 
would think he had just read the first 
chapter of Genesis and recognized Jesus 
as the one who there said, “Let there be 
lich',” and it was so. 

Verse 9.—“For I am a man under 
authority ...andI say... and he doeth 
it.” Here is the reasoning of faith. If 
a man with such limited authority as a 
centurion can have his will done within 
his little sphere of power by simply 
issuing a command, how much more can 
this Man of unlimited authority have His 
will wrought by speaking the word! 


Verse 10.—“Verily I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel.” Israel, so blessed by God's 
mighty providences through the cen- 
turies and by the sacred oracles, ought 
to have been ready to receive the Lord 
with unbcunded faith. But here was a 
Gentile, lacking all the benefits of the 
covenants and the teachings, yet exer- 
cising faith which astonished and de- 
lighted Jesus. By way of contrast see 
Matthew 13:58; Mark 6:6, 


Verse 11.—“Many shall come from the 
east and west, and shall sit down 
in the kingdom of heaven.” Here is a 
glimpse of the wider reach of the Gospel, 
extending to the ends of the earth. This 
age has certainly witnessed it. See Rev- 
elation 7:9, 10. 


Verse 12.—“But the children of the 
kingdom shall be cast out , , . there shall 
be weeping and gnashing of teeth.” The 
children of the Kingdom are the Jews. 
See Romans 9:4,5 for the “natural” bene- 
fits of Israel. But the natural branches 
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have been broken off because of unbe- 
lief, to make way for believing Gentiles, 
branches of a wild olive tree (Rom, 11: 
17). This does not mean that Jews can- 
not be saved. It only means that un- 
believing Jews have deprived themselves 
of privileges to which they had prior 
claim. Notice that the weeping is not 
that of repentance, but of anger, There 
is no repentance in hell. 

Verse 13.—‘As thou hast believed. ... 
And his servant was healed in the self- 
same hour.” The faith was not in vain, 
and cur Lord’s promise was not in vain. 
Faith brought forth the word, and the 
word accomplished the impossible. 

Verse 14.—“Peter’s . . . wife’s mother 

. sick of a fever.” Luke says it was 
a “great” fever, which probably means 
typhoid or typhus or some such serious 
malady. 

Verse 18.—“And he touched her hand, 
and the fever left her: and she arose, 
and ministered.” His touch is as mighty 
as His word. Again it was instantaneous, 
No long convalescence, but an immedi- 
ate recovery of strength. One moment 
in the delirium of a high fever; the next 
moment preparing dinner for a group 
of men! 

Verse 16.—“And he cast out the spirits 
with his werd, and healed all that were 
sick.” Spiritual and physical ailments 
alike yielded to His word and touch. The 
powers of hell had found their Master, 
and must obey. 


Verse 17.—‘Himself took our infirmi- 
ties, and bare our sicknesses.” Quoted 
from the Hebrew of Isaiah 53:4. What- 


ever the ultimate meaning of this pro- 
found verse, at least it signifies that it 
cost our Lord dearly to heal the sick. 
It was no mere magic trick, but a per- 
sonal enduring of that which He healed. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

It was when Jesus saw the multitudes 
that He went up the mountain to teach 
His disciples. He wanted a nucleus of 
followers who wculd understand the true 
nature of the Kingdom He had come to 
establish. When He returned, the multi- 
tudes were still there. If those earnest 
souls who had followed Him to the 
heights “were astonished at his doctrine,” 
it prcbably would have been utterly be- 
yond the grasp of the crowds who were 
more interested in help for their per- 
sonal ailments. 

Having taught as one having author- 
ity, our Lord returned to the waiting 
crowds to demonstrate the validity of 
that authority. By that I do not mean 
that He simply used the needs of the 
multitudes to prove His claims. The 
statement of Matthew 9:36, repeated 
again and again, must be taken to rep- 
resent the spirit in which our Lord 
wrought His works of mercy: “When he 
saw the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion on them.” But while He 
was acting in pure compassion, He was 
at the same time vindicating His claims

to sovereignty in men’s lives, and His 
right to obedience. 

Notice the variety of conditions that 
Jesus dealt with—leprosy, paralysis, 
fever, storm, demon possession, and 
divers diseases, all in this one chapter. 
It has been suggested that these represent 
the uncleanness of sin, the helplessness 
of sin, the passion of sin, the destruc- 
tiveness of sin, the tyranny of sin, and 
the disability of sin. These are good 
analogies, and we know that our Lord 
breaks every power of sin and makes 
free. But in thus applying these inci- 
dents, let us not lose sight of the fact 
that Jesus dealt with the common needs 
of men, and still does. He is interested 
in everything that concerns us. He is 
still “moved with compassion.” I am 
not an advocate cf “healing movements,” 
but I am certain that if only we gave 
Him our hearts as instruments of His 
compassion, and exercised a ccmpleter 
trust in Him, we should see more of 
His works of mercy in the realms of 
common need. 

Campbell Morgen has pointed out that 
those upon whem our Lord wrought His 
first miracles after giving the Manifesto 
of the Kingdom were just such as the 
Jews of that day would have left out 
—a leper, who was an outcast and un-

Topics for Development 

How Men React. Divine activity is 
bound to stir reacticn of one kind or 
another in men. In the section of Mat- 
thew’s Gospel to which we have come, 
the evangelist follows the method of 
presenting a few of our Lord’s mighty 
works, and then showing how different 
groups reacted. So we have the account 
of the cleansing of the leper, the healing 
of the centurion’s servant, the healing of 
Peter’s mother-in-law, and the ministry 
on the street of Capernaum, including 
the casting out of demons and the healing 
of the sick. Then we are told how the 
multitude reacted to all this—they 
swarmed in on Jesus (v. 18); and how 
individuals reacted—one was eager to 
join the Lord’s company (vs, 19, 20), and 
one shrank from a discipleship which 
made such demands (vs, 21, 22). Then 
after relating three more miracles, Mat- 
thew again pauses to record three re- 
actions: his cwn readiness to obey the 
call of Christ (chap. 9:9, 10), and those 
of the Pharisees and the disciples of John, 
more concerned with questions of pro- 
priety and form than with the desperate 
needs of men (vs, 11-17). After a third 
cluster of mighty works (vs. 18-33), he 
steps the course of the narrative to tell 
us of the wonder of the crowds (v. 33) 
and the criticism of the Pharisees (v. 
34). It would be a profitable exercise 
to study these reactions and to deter- 
mine to what group we belong—the 
critics, or the amazed spectators, or the 
thoughtless zealots, or the hesitators, or 
the Matthews—ready to leave all and 
follow Him. 

Healing. Matthew 8:17 has been used 
to prove that healing is in the atone- 
ment, and to prove that healing is not 
in the atonement. To affirm from this 
verse that healing is in the atonement 
is saying too much. To affirm that this 
verse simply refers to cur Lord’s com- 
passionate feeling with all our ills is 
saying tco little. The verse is a quo- 
tation from the Hebrew of Isaiah 53:4. 
It is from the great atonement chapter, 
and must somehow be eonnected with 
the Cross. That every act of healing 
was costly to the Lord Jesus we know 
from Luke 8:46. Every healing meant a 
giving of Himself, and in that respect 
was a foreview and foretaste of Calvary. 
All sickness is part of the curse, and is 
the result of sin in the rece. The re- 
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Lesson for November 2 


demption purchased in the blood of 
Jesus includes ultimate deliverance for 
every result of sin, including sickness 
and mortality and death. Whatever de- 
liverance our Lord gives from any of 
sin’s effects, whether now or at His 
coming, can only be on the ground of 
His redemptive work. In bearing our 
sin, He has borne all that is involved 
in sin’s blight and curse. When Jesus 
healed, then, He did it with the right 
and prerogative of the One who had 
come to cancel sin and all its curse by 
taking all upon Himself. Calvary was 
in every act of healing.

The chil- 
dren of the Kingdom then were the Jews 
with their centuries of privilege in the 
things of God. They above all others 
should have seen in Jesus their Messiah, 
and should have trusted in Him. Some 
did so, but many did not. This Gentile 
soldier with less light and privilege saw 
more clearly the glory of Christ and His 
power to save than the average Jew. 
But today we are the children of the 
Kingdom, with our churches, our Bibles, 
and our background of centuries cf Gos- 
pel light and blessing. Yet now, as then, 
people of heathen birth show readier, 
fuller response to the Gospel than many 
of us. We are the children of the King- 
dom, people most favorably placed to 
become strong, true Christians, yet many 
of us pass the Saviour and His great 
salvation by, while others of lesser priv- 
ilege press into His Kingdom. It is a 
tragic thing to be under strong Chris- 
tian influence and never to trust oneself 
to Christ, sad to be near the Kingdom, 
but not of it, to be “almost persuaded; 
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almost but lost.” Don’t let today’s oppor- 
tunity to trust and serve the Saviour 
slip by unused. Make sure that for you 
it shall be not almost, but altogether and 
always a Christian.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“There came unto him a centurion, 
beseeching him” (Matt. 8:5).—A _ cen- 
turion was a Roman officer in charge of 
a hundred soldiers. His band of soldiers 
was, no doubt, stationed in the town of 
Capernaum, when the Savicur entered 
it. Instead of despising the conquered 
Jews, as most military men might do, he 
loved them and manifested his love in 
building them a synagogue (Luke 7:5). 

At least thrice in the Old Testament 
God had promised to bless those that 
blessed His earthly people. (See Gen. 
12:3; 27:29; Num. 24:9.) Here we are 
about to see a fulfillment of that ancient 
promise. 

Surely sufficient reason for loving the 
Jewish people today is the fact that the 
Holy Scriptures (Rom. 3:2) and the Sav- 
iour (chap. 9:5) came to us through 
them. 

Even in a secular way we owe much 
to the Jews. A Jew hater who has heart 
disease should not use digitalis, the med- 
ical use of which was discovered by the 
Jew, Ludwig Traube. If he has a tooth- 
ache, he should not use cocaine, or he 
will be benefiting by the work of the 
Jew, Carl Koller. Typhoid must not be 
treated, or he will have to benefit by 
the discoveries of the Jews, Widal and 
Weil. If he has diabetes, he should not 
use insulin, because its invention was 
made possible by the research work of 
the Jew, Minkowsky. If he has a head- 
ache, he should not use pyramidon and 
antipyrin (Spiro and Filehne). Anti- 
Semites who have convulsions should 
put up with them, for it was a Jew, 
Oscar Liebreich, who thought of chloral 
hydrate, Anti-Semitic doctors must shun 
all discoveries and improvements by 
the Nobel prizemen, Pulitzer, Barany, 
and Otto Warburg; the dermatologist, 
Jadassohn, Bruno Bloch, Unna: the neu- 
rologists, Mendel, Oppenheim, Kronecker, 
Benedikt; the lung specialist Fraenkel; 
the surgeon, Israel, and the anatomist, 
Henle; and others. 

“IT will come and heal him” (Matt. 8: 
7).—The servant was grievously tor- 
mented, and dying. Luke informs us 
that this servant was very dear to his 
master—doubtless a very obedient and 
efficient person. This centurion was a 
decided contrast to his master, Caesar, 
who once apologized for feeling pity for 
a slave. 

The Lord 


Jesus responded immedi- 


ately—but altogether differently than the 
man expected. He understood the Jews’ 
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prejudice against entering the home of 
a Gentile, therefore did not expect the 
Lord to darken the door of his home. 
But the Lord was perfectly willing to 
come and heal him. 

It is a fundamental tenet of the philos- 
ophy of many so-called healers today 
to deny the reality of suffering and dis- 
ease; yet they set about—for a price— 
to heal that which they say is nonex- 
istent! The Lord Jesus believed in the 
reality of disease, and was willing, ready, 
and able to heal it freely. 

“I am not worthy that thou shouldest 
come under my roof” (Matt. 8:8).— 
What humility on the part of the cen- 
turion and what a manifestation of faith! 
“Speak the word only, and my servant 
shall be healed.” 

He was under authority himself, and 
therefore could exercise that authority 
—the authority of the Roman Empire— 
over the soldiers under him. _He knew 
the Lord Jesus could exercise divine 
authority and command the disease to 
depart and the servant would be whole 
again. “May we also,” said C. H. Spur- 
geon, “believe in the cmnipotence of 
the divine word, and go forth and prove 
its power in the hearts of men. O Thou, 
who art King, display Thy royal power!” 

“IT have not found so great faith, no, 
not in Israel” (Matt. 8:10).—Israel de- 
manded signs, in addition to the Word 
(Matt. 16:4; 1 Cor, 1:22). Here was a 
Gentile who needed—and wanted—noth- 
ing more than the bare word of the 
Lord. What a rebuke to.Israel—and to 
all who feel they must have something 
more than just the Word! 

I like the incident which is related 
about a general who was riding beside 
his king, and listening to the king’s criti- 
cism of his faith and spirituality. When 
the general had opportunity to reply, 
he said: “Your Majesty is far more 
witty than I, and also more learned. Be- 
sides you are my king, and in a debate 
between you and me I feel at a great 
disadvantage. However, you cannot rob 
me of my faith without doing yourself 
an injury.” 

“How can that be?” asked the king. 
“How could I injure myself by robbing 
you of your faith?” 

“Your Majesty,” replied the general, 
“now believes to have a good officer in 
me, and I hope you are not mistaken. 
If you, however, could take my faith 
away, you would have a miserable serv- 
ant, a mere reed shaken by the wind, in 
which you could repose not the slightest 
confidence.” 

The king was silent for a moment, 


then asked, “Tell me, what is your 
faith?” 
The great general answered: “I be- 


lieve in the divine redemption from all 
my past sins. I believe in the divine 
foresight by which all the hairs of my 
head are numbered, and I believe in an 
eternal and glorious life after death for 
all saved by the blood of Christ.” 
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“You really believe this with all your 
confidence, General?” 

“Most certainly, Your Majesty.” 

Upon this the king with deep emotion 
grasped the general’s hand, and said, 
“You are a happy man.”

AY, fellows, our language is growing, 

New words and new phrases are 
being added here and there. My grand- 
father—though American born, reared, 
and educated—if he were living now, 
wceuld find it difficult to understand some 
of our ordinary conversations. Take, for 
instance,. the following expressions: 
long-distance (he died before the tele- 
phone came into use), remote control, 
radio, plug, your announcer, movie, 
higher brackets, televise, television, tele- 
type, Geiger counter, radar, jet planes 
(he wouldn’t even know what Little 
Jetts are!) nuclear fission, atom bomb, 
H-bomb, and many others too numer- 
ous to mention here.

He said, in effect, 
“No, Lord; you do not have to come tc 
my house to heal my servant; I am not 
worthy of that, but merely speak the 
word right where you are, and my serv- 
ant will be strong and well, going about 
his work again.” ‘When Jesus heard it, 
he marvelled, and said to them that fol- 
lowed, Verily I say unto you, I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel.” 
And the record is that “Jesus said unto 
the centurion, Go thy way; and as thou 
hast believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the self- 
same hour.” 

Medical science and the science of 
physics have made marvelous progress 
in this century, but the operators are 
confined to dealing only with elements 
which God made “in the beginning.” 
Jesus Christ, the Word, the Creator of 
all things, in honoring the centurion’s 
faith and request did not have to feel 
the patient’s pulse with his watch in his 
other hand; He did not have to use a 
stethoscope to listen to his lungs, nor 
did He have to apply a sphygmomano- 
meter to ascertain his blcod pressure, He 
did not have to write an Rx to be filled 
at the drugstore, then wait until it was 
delivered to start the treatment. No, 
the Lord Jesus, the Great Physician, 
simply said, “Go thy way; and as thou 
hast believed, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the self- 
same hour.”

vision to see the patient, nor how he 
reacted to the treatment. 

But, fellows, I would like to have 
been present in the sick room when 
the prostrate palsied servant first felt 
the impact of the Lord’s “nuclear fis- 
sion.”

He was able to heal a man 
without even going to see him.) Right, 
no human doctor ever had such power. 
This story teaches us the unlimited 
power of Christ, He just spoke a word 
and the distant man was healed, 

Why do you think the Lord Jesus 
praised so highly the faith of this Ro- 
man centurion? (Because he believed 
that the Lord could heal his servant 
without even seeing him.) That is true, 
but I believe there is one thing more: 
He said, “Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my roof,” 
yet he was an important man in the 
Roman army. His faith in Christ made 
him realize that though he was perhaps 
a great man, yet he was unworthy to 
have the Lord under his roof. Faith 
always puts our Lord in His rightful 
place as supreme, and that automatically 
puts us in our rightful place. 

Carol will tell us the third story, about 
Peter’s mother-in-law This story 
brings out the restlessness of the sinner. 
A fever patient usually tosses restlessly 
about Sin always causes unrest and 
uneasiness. What does this story show 
about Christ? (His willingness to heal. 
As soon as He saw that she was ill, He 
healed her.) That is not what I was 
thinking of, but you have brought out 
a fine point. It does not even say that 
the Lord was asked to heal her. It just 
Says that He did. However, since the 
story of the leper shows the willingness 
of Christ so clearly, suppose we call this 
one the quieting power of Christ. He 
does have that power, and it is wonder- 
ful to experience it. It isn’t faith in us 
when we get worried about things; and 
the Bible says, “Whatsoever is not of 
faith is sin” (Rom. 14:23). If we look 
up to the Lord He will touch us with 
His quieting power. 

When I did my student teaching at 
college, the head of the training school 


. was a tall, severe-looking woman, and all 


the student teachers were alarmed when 
she visited their classrooms. I was the 
youngest cne, and I was so afraid that 
I feared I could not keep on teaching 
when she came into the room. She 
walked suddenly in one day, and I felt 
absolutely tongue-tied. I silently called 
on the Lord and He took the fear right 
out of my heart so that I was able to 
carry on all the time she stayed there. 
Later she said she was pleased with my 
teaching, a thing she very seldom did. 
It was just the quieting power of Christ 
that got me through 

Before we have the fourth story let 
us read verses 19 and 20. This is one 
of the most touching verses in the Bible. 
The Lord Jesus had been honored by 
all Heaven, but here on earth He was 
a homeless stranger. He had nowhere 
to lay His head. Even the foxes and 
birds which He had created had their 
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places of refuge, but He did not. And 
this was for our sakes! 

Joanne will tell us of Jesus’ stopping 
the storm. This story shows the 
unbelief of the disciples. If they had 
had more faith in Christ they would 
have realized that He was the Son of 
God, creator of winds and waves, there- 
fore the ship could not possibly sink 
with Him on board. Sin and unbelief 
go together just as righteousness and 
faith go together. What do we learn 
about Christ from this story? (His power 
over the winds and waves.) Right, but 
what did He do to them? (He calmed 
them.) So we may find in this story 
the calming power of Christ, A dear 
lady who is now with the Lord used to 
have a motto in her room which said, 
“Grant me to live this day in the calm 
of Thy presence, in the peace of Thy 
will, and in the joy of Thy fellowship.” 
I have used these words as a prayer 
many a time.

His people from their sins. Which is 
your choice, Christ or sin?

Topic and Scripture: 


Helping People in Need (Matt. 8:5-10, 13) 


SE a third picture like that intro- 

ducing chapter 5 (if duplicates are 
available) to indicate that chapter 7 of 
Matthew continues the Sermon on the 
Mount. Choose apprcpriate pictures 
from among those brought by the chil- 
dren to illustrate the chapter, especially 
a measure of some kind (or cup or bas- 
ket), prayer, road with gate, tree or fruit, 
house. In ccnnection with the last, 
“heareth these sayings of mine, and 
doeth them,” I should review the entire 
Sermon, using the pictures, and applying 
to children’s activities. Nor should I be 
satisfied until every child of normal in- 
telligence knew the Beatitudes, the 
Lord’s Prayer (not merely the muttered 
words perhaps learned in unison at 
school, but the significance of every peti- 
tion), and the Golden Rule. Even at 
the neglect of the assigned memory 
verses for the quarter, I should want 
every child to carry in his heart and 
life forever these great principles of 
the Kingdom from this study of Mat- 
thew. 

Make a bunch of grapes (mentioned 
in last week’s lessen, Matt. 7:16) to stand 
for each of these three memory passages. 
Nearly every one probably can give the 
Golden Rule, the last Memory Verse 
As each one gives it from memory, ask 
a question to interpret its meaning, such 
as: “Do you like to have other people 
call you names? Then should you call 
other boys and girls names?” Or: “Do 
you like to have someone offer to play 
with you if you are alone at school? 
Then should you go play with a lonely 
child?” If you ask a different question 
of each child, especially one that fits 
his problems, they will begin to see its 
application in their lives. Pray that they 
may live it! For each child who gives 
it correctly, paste a paper grape onto 


the poster to build the bunch, and write 
the child’s name or initials on it. Build- 
ing the bunches for the two longer pas- 
sages can be pre-session work during 
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following Sundays, and will perhaps 
motivate memory work among the 
slower and more careless pupils, When 
every pupil has memorized a particu- 
lar passage, add leaves and stem to com- 
plete the picture. 

Of course some Sunday the pupil will 
forget to bring back the visualized scrap- 
book of Matthew, or be absent. Then 
what? Discuss the new pictures with- 
out mounting them. The teacher has an 
imperative motive now to make two 
calls on pupils that very Sunday after- 
noon—one on the forgetter or absentee, 
and the other on the pupil to have the 
book during the coming week. That is 
all to the good. No teacher can do his 
best work for the child, the home, or 
himself without contact with the home. 
In today’s lesson you see how willing 
the Lord Jesus was to go to a home to 
help. You haven’t His omniscience or 
His omnipotence to help at a distance. 
You'll never know the problems in most 
homes in order to help unless you have 
called. You can’t give your help in 
most cases unless you are there, Call 
on every pupil as soon as practicable. 

The King has finished telling how the 
people in His Kingdom live. Next we 
see the King taking care of His people 
—the poor, crying folks whom He had 
said would be blessed. There is the for- 
eign army officer, so poor in spirit he 
knows he isn’t good enough to have the 
great Lord Jesus come into his house. 
But how he wants his slave boy healed 
of his sickness! Of course, Jesus was 
King and could boss sickness or any- 
thing—just as he, the army officer, gave 
commands and his soldiers obeyed with- 
out arguing. How happy the Lord was 
to find someone who believed in Him 
like that! (Luke 7:1-10 gives other de- 
tails.) Matthew 8 has a story for every 
day this week of Jesus the King show- 
ing His power over sickness, over storms, 
over devils. “As we have therefore op- 
portunity, let us do good unto all men” 
(Gal, 6:10, Memory Verse).

SE a government postal card to in- 

troduce today’s lesson, and explain 
that you want to do something that does 
not seem possible. Show the children 
the card and tell them that you want 
to cut a hole in it so that it can be put 
over some boy’s head. Ask them if they 
think it can be done. Have the most 
doubtful boy come forward and ask him 
to tell you some miracles that the Lord 


Jesus performed—things that He did 


which seem absolutely impossible. The 
child may need some suggestions from 
you, so be helpful and do not embarrass 
him. Some children are affected by stage 
fright, you know, 

All the while you are talking with 
him, you should be working on the card. 
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First of all fold it in half, lengthwise. 
Starting on the folded side, cut slits 
about three-eighths of an inch apart to 
within three-eighths of the unfolded 
side. You will have approximately four- 
teen slits. Now cut from the unfolded 
side, making the slits to within three- 
eighths of an inch of the folded side. 
However, do nct cut between the first 
and last ones, (Remember to keep talk- 
ing with the child all the time you are 


cutting the card.) Now cut the card 
along the fold, with the exception of 
the two ends. Unfold the card and 


gently pull it at each end. If you have 
done it correctly it will cpen into a very 
large circle that will go over the boy’s 
head—and his whole body! Be sure to 
practice at home, Remember: (1) Cut 
from the folded side first. (2) Cut next 
from the unfolded side excepting be- 
tween the first and last slits. (3) Cut 
down the fold excepting the first and 
last slits. (4) Premise the children that 
you will be glad to show them how to 
do it after Sunday school. (Keep your 
promise!) 

You know, it did not seem possible 
that we could ever get that card over 
John’s head, did it? And the things that 
John mentioned that the Lord Jesus did 
here on earth seem even more impos- 


sible. But because Jesus was God’s Son, 
He could do anything—anything at all. 
Let’s learn of another miracle that the 


Christ performed.

If you could have lived in the town of 
Capernaum you would have heard one 
of the captains of the Roman army call- 
ing orders to his men. Back and forth. 
Tramp! Tramp! “Company, at ease!” 
And then the tramping would stop. 


Lord Jesus 


You would have heard the captain 
shout to one man, “Go!” And off the 
man would go. He'd call to another man, 
“Come!” Do you think that man would 
say, “In a minute”; or, “I’m busy”; or, “I 
don’t want to”? No, indeed. The sec- 
ond that the men heard the captain’s 


orders they obeyed. That captain had 
servants, tco. And when he said to his 


servant, “Do this,” that servant jumped 
to do it. He was a real captain, all right, 


and an important one. 

One day the captain came to the Lord 
Jesus. But he did not give orders to 
Him. “Lord,” he said, “my servant is 
very sick at home.” Because the Lord 
Jesus knows what people are thinking, 
He knew, even thcugh the captain did 
not say so, that he wanted the Lord 
Jesus to heal the servant. So the Lord 
Jesus answered, “I will come and heal 
him.” 

This was more than the captain had 
expected. He knew how busy and how 
very important the Lord Jesus Christ 
was, and he did not like to bother Him. 
Se he said, “Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my roof: but 
Speak the word only, and my servant 
shall be healed.” 
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God’s Son was so pleased that the 
captain believed in Him that He said, 
“Go. Because you have believed, your 
servant will be healed.” And right 
away (Teacher: clap hands.) the poor, 
sick servant was well. The Lord Jesus 
had dene something that seemed im- 
possible because the soldier captain had 
believed in Him and had asked him to 
do so. 

You know, every Christian is a soldier. 
And every Christian soldier should obey 
the commands of his captain, the Lord 
Jesus Christ.

child was two months old, the others 
respectively one and one-half and two 
and one-half years—almost too young to 
understand. Yet my need for time alone 
with my God was so great, I had to do 
something about it, and He gave me the 
solution. 

Since I needed guidance for the entire 
day, I felt that immediately after break-

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and the children fairly ccntent would 
be best. The two oldest children were 
seated at the kitchen table with old 
books and magazines and a_ cookie 
apiece, with the explanation that 
Mommy was going in the bedroom to 
talk to Jesus and we would all have 
a quiet time. They thought it was fun, 
and promised to sit quietly until I was 
finished. The baby was well fed, dry, 
and content in her crib: and trusting 
my little ones to Him, I went into the 
bedroom, shut the door, and was alone 
with my Lord. 

As I look back, I wonder at how it 
was accomplished, realizing that it was 
only with the Holy Spirit’s leading and 
guidance, for I was utterly dependent 
upon Him in my need. The children 
almost always were fairly quiet, the dis- 
turbances were very few, and, as they 
grew older, they accepted it as a very 
necessary part of each day. 

Now, dear mother, you are saying, 
“But my children simply would nct sit 
still that long—why, they would be into 
everything!” Please let me reassure you, 
our children are very normal, exceed- 
ingly wiggly at times, and certainly not 
always as obedient as we would like. 
My necessity drove me to prove God, 
for He has promised, “Ask and ye shall 
receive.” Truly it was a miracle in our 
little home for three such young children 
to be quiet during a five to ten minute 
period. Since the children have grown 
physically and I have grown spiritually, 
the time has increased to twenty min- 
utes and even longer. 

What are the results? I have wis- 
dom and guidance for each problem as 
it arises; the “quietness and confidence” 
that He has prcmised are very evident 
within me through each day; I am ac- 
complishing far more with less energy 
than ever before; and perhaps most im- 
portant, giving my children a living ex- 
ample of the wisdom and necessity of 
time spent with Him. It is not unusual 
for them to come in and state they must 
“talk to Jesus” about something, go into 
the bedroom, shut the door, and do that 
very thing.

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1001 Stories for Children and Chil- 
dren’s Workers. By Alice M. Knight. 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $3.95.) What Christian 
worker has not wished for a certain 
illustration, heard or read but not clearly 
recalled, and exactly right for a talk 
that must soon be given? The chances 
are Mrs. Knight has the answer. And 
what Bible teacher hasn’t longed for 
something on the day’s lesson which will 
land inspiraticn to the class session? 
Certainly this book will fill the need. 
And quickly, too, for the 1001 short stories 
are arranged under sixty-seven topic 
headings which occur alphabetically in 
the index. And each heading gathers 
all its anecdotes tovether in one place. 
This eliminates constant referring back 
to the index and is a great time-saver. 

And although the title suggests that 
most cf the illustrations may be for 
small children, hardly half of them 
would come under that category. And 
those that do will reach the adult heart 
quite as much. An example is the ac- 
count of a little girl who was asked, 
“What would have happened if the lit- 
tle boy had refused to give his lunch 
to Jesus?” After thinking a moment the 
child replied, “Oh. it weuld have 
squinched up and squinched up till 
there wouldn’t have been nuthin’ left 
for nobody.” On the other hand, even 
those stories plainly for adult minds 
are written so simply that most chil- 
dren can comprehend them. 

The bock is large with clear print. 
Its compiler, Mrs. Knicht, is a daughter 
of the evangelist, the Rev. R. E. Neigh- 
bor, with whom she traveled so widely 
that as she says. she was “like an um- 
brella, raised everywhere.” Her wide 
experience in all kinds of Christian serv- 
ice, inclucine writing, has amply fitted 
her for this valuable work. 


What Great Things. Ry Josephine Hope 
Westervelt. (Moody Press, Chicago 10; 
35 cents.) Countless numbers of God's 
children can cry cut, with the Psalm- 
ist, “This is the Lord’s doing; it is mar- 
vellous in our eyes.” Such was the ex- 
perience of the Christians, held captive 
in Los Banos concentration camp in the 
Philippines in 1944, and marvelously de- 
livered when a mere handful o* para- 
troopers successfully led out more than 
two thousand internees from the midst 
of an armed Japanese force. Then there 
is the story of the missionaries who were 
on their way home from the Ivory Coast 
in June, 1942, and were suddenly cast 
into the sea one and a half minutes after 
their ship was struck by a U-boat tor- 
pede. They marveled at God’s grace 
that kept them for twenty terrible days 
and nights on a raft.

Chipper Picks a Family and Other 
Stories. By Wanda Shickling. (Moody 
Press, Chicago 10; 35 cents.)

OUBTLESS there will be some in 
your young people’s group who will 
have the oppcrtunity this year of voting 
for the first time in their lives. There 
may be others who, although they have 
been eligible as voters, have not taken 
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the time or trouble to exercise their 
prerogative. Statisticians tell us that in 
1920 only 52 per cent of the eligible 
voters in the United States cast their 
ballots for President. You may even 
find some among your number who, 
although they have voted before, have 
become discouraged because of the cor- 
ruption, mud-slinging, and lack of re- 
gard for truth that characterize so much 
of the political scene today that they 
are convinced that it doesn’t matter what 
they do with their vote. It should prove 
helpful, therefore, to see what light the 
Word of God throws upon the matter of 
Christian citizenship.

First let us see clearly that man need 
never expect to bring in a Golden Age 
of civic righteousness and morality by 
the exercise of his right to vote. No 
matter how upright, honest, and sincere 
candidates for office may be, they cannot, 
as long as the hearts of men are what 
they are, bring in a millennium of per- 
fect government. Only the return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and His absolutely 
righteous and impartial reign in person 
upon this earth can bring about such a 
government. 

But, on the other hand, neither dces 
the Bible teach that the Christian is to

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wash his hands of human government 
and have nothing to do with it. Ro- 
mans 13:1-7 sets forth the Christian’s 
responsibility to give obedience and 
honor to those who are in places of hu- 
man authority, and to obey the laws of 
the land in which he lives, except, of 
course, when those laws directly con- 
tradict the higher laws that God has pro- 
claimed in His Word. It is reasonable 
to believe, therefore, that the Christian 
should exercise every rightful means to 
obtain good government and the best 
human leadership that is available, to 
pay taxes, and in other ways precribed 
by the laws of the land, to exercise his 
duties and privileges as a citizen. The 
unreasonableness of some, who threw up 
their hands because of corruption in 
government and because leaders are not 
perfect, and who refuse to vote on the 
ground that all candidates are open in 
one way or another to criticism, is seen 
in the fact that they insist, in many cases, 
on availing themselves of public schools, 
the protection of the police, the help of 
the fire department, and government aid 
for the aged or mentally sick. To ac- 
cept the benefits of human government 
and to refuse to share in its responsi- 
bilities is, to say the least, inconsistent 
+) 

The second mistake that some make is 
to feel that their vote is of no conse- 
quence, and that it cannot possibly make 
any difference in an election. It is a 
mistake for anyone to think he is the 
only right-thinking person in the nation 
Just as God showed Elijah in 1 Kings 
19: 9-12 that there were many others who 
had not yet bowed the knee to Baal, so 
today there are many right-thinking 
people in our nation and if all of them 
refused to exercise their voting privi- 
leges many restraints and checks on evil 
government would immediately be re- 
moved. Human government is_ bad 
enough, but it could be even worse, and 
no individual has the right to contribute 
in any way to make it so,

Thirdly, we should see that Christians 
are to be good examples in this world 
(Titus 3:1-6). To refuse to share the 
lawful burden of government does not 
set a good example or indicate a dis- 
position to be “ready to every gcod 
work.” Furthermore, we have the re- 
sponsibility to pray for those in author- 
ity (1 Tim. 2:2). How can we do so con- 
sistently and effectively if we refuse to 
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lend our efforts to’see that the best per- 
sons available, as far as we can learn, 
are given authority? 


Finally, we may see that none of us 
lives to himself (Rom. 14:7-9). God has 
placed us in this world with other hu- 
man beings. What we do and say. 
whether we like it or not, affects others, 
and we have a responsibility toward 
them that we cannot escape. The first 
responsibility, of course, is to do every- 
thing in our power to bring others into 
a knowledge of the Lerd Jesus Christ, 
so that He may change their hearts and 
do in them that which wil! make them 
good and upright and honest and law- 
abiding, But having discharged that re- 
sponsibility, there is also the responsibil- 
ity to do all that we can to help others, 
and at the same time be guiltless of any 
neglect through which our fellow man 
might be injured. Therefore, in the 
words of the Lord Jesus, let us render 
to Caesar the things that are Caesar's, 
being careful also that we are giving to 
God the things that belong to Him,
